+ Hiftory affords us abundant Inftances of 
Bs on made and unmade, or at leaft that 
were acknowleged and abjured by the Authority of 
Parliament. And as to the common People, they 
were generally, I may fay always, comprehended in 
the Determinations of that Authority. Even Prea- 
fon itfelf, which refpeéts Majefty only, and thofe in 
ish Office who have a Share in the executive Power 
repoled in Majefty, was not defined, and exprefsly 
declared, in the feveral’ Species of it, ’till it was 
done by A@ of Parliament. 


Our Religion has been changed by the fame Au- 
thority: For tho” the Refentment of the King gave 
the fut Occafion to that Change, it was not valid 
and conftitutional, “till executed’ by Parliament. 
And it was by the fame Authority, that our Ancef- 
tors repeated this Change again and again,’ during 
the fhort Reigns of Edward V1. and Mary I. and 
the beginning Years of Elizabeth, when the fame 
Men were alternatcly Papifts and Proteftants, a fe- 
ond Time Papifts and a fecond Time Proteftants, 
all by the good and legal Authority of Parliament. 


Our Conftitution itfelf has undergone many Mu- 
utions in confequence of the fame uncontrouble 
rower, We all agree, that it was not the fame un- 
er Henrys VII. & VIII, as it had been under the 
Plittegenets: That under the Stuarts, it had too 
b Tendency tq the Eflablifhment of fuch a Pre- 
omive as precludes all popular and divided Autho- 
y: That by the Revolution, it was entirely new 
willed and caft into a much better Form than it 
‘before been in: That the Rights and Privileges 
thePeople have a legal and regular Eftablifhment 
Mconfequence of that Event, which ought no more 
beinvaded, or infringed, than the Prerogative of 
“Crown itfelf: And, That all thefe mighty Alter- 
Hors were effected folely by the Authority of Par- 
lament, 


Though the common Law of the Land depends

councillor of Satan; and that, in this infamous 
Character, the fhould fuffer Death, not only as one 
that meditated Mifchief on the reft of Mankind ; 
but had aétually the Power delegated to her, from 
the infernal Monarch, of inflicting fuch Mifchief. 
Many of the withered Members of Society were 
lopped off in confequence of this Law, fo formidable 
to,decripid old Age and Poverty, 


But greater Wifdom and ftronger Lights operating 
in later Times upon the fame Authority, have pro- 
cured an Appeal of thofe harfh, unreafonable, and 
unnatural Laws, which in truth were a Difhonour 
to our Statute-Books:and Parliamentary Rolls. An 
old Woman, who is already grievoufly opprefled 
by Time and Penury, has the commion Chance of 
other Mortals, not to have any other additional Pu- 
nifbment inflited on her, purely on account of her 
Infirmities. 


Who, that has feen the great Alteration lately 
made in our Funds, by the Redudtion of the Na- 
tional Intereft, can difpute or queftion the Authority 
of a Briti Parliament? An entire new Limitation 
is made of the annual Property of many Thoufands, 
who before thought their Eftates equal to greater 
Expences than they now find themfelves able to 
bear. 


Nobody will prefume to fay, no fenfible Perfon 
will even venture. to think, that there is any thing 
unjuft or unreafonable in all this. It is even necef- 
fary, that fome fuch Power fhould every where exift, 
and that it fhould fometimes be exerted for the 
Good of Society, It is with all that Deference and 
Humility, which are due to the moft. illuftrious 
Affembly in Europe, that I take this Liberty of pro- 
ducing a few Inftances, among the many that might 
be given, of it’s almoft illimitable Power. 


Should all the Laws, which have been made by 
former Parliaments, which have been the Work of 
Centuries to compile and enact, and are fcarcely to 
be read or underftood within the Compafs of, the 
longeft human Life, be reduced into a more concife, 
compact, and methodical Body or Digeft ; certainly 
it would not be thought, that the Parliament whic 
did this, either ftretched too far it’s own Authority, 
or offered any Affront to the Wifdom or Juftice of 
former Parliaments. The like may be faid in many 
other Cafes, which I tha not now take upon me 
to enumerate. 


The Bill which, as the public Papers affure us, } 


has been brought into the upper Houfe, ordered to 
be printed, and is referred to future Confideration, 
for altering the old ‘fulian Stile, which, ever fince 
the Roman Conqueft, has been ufed in thefe Iflands, 
is an Inftance of the moft extraordinary Changes 
that may be effected by the Authority of which we 


are fpeaking. - 


It is not indeed within the Competency of Man, 
however dignified or authorized, a€tyally to ftay the 
Steps of Time, or to anticipate him in his Career : 
But this Inftance will fhew us, that there is a kind 


of Power of overtaking him, at leaft in Computa-: 


tiun, praéticable, when he has got too far the Start 
of us, in his annual Courfe. 


Since the Inftitution of the Zulian Calendar, he 
has gradually got before the Defcription of his Mo- 
tion, laiddown in that Calendar, to the Diftance of 
above 13 Days, with fome odd Hours and Minutes, 
which 1 fhali not ftop to particularize. The Roman 
Church, and even all good Mathematicians, were 
long ago fenfible of this Preceflion, which Pope 
Gregory XIII. in the Year 1582, remedied in Part, 
He, in that Year, recovered 10 of the 12 Days, 
which had a@ually been loft, upon the Heels of old 
Time: And had it not been for an eBregions Blun} 
der, which we mutt afcribe rather to Superftition 
then to Ignorance, in taking the emendatory Cak 
culations {com the Nicene Council, rather than from 





the beginning of the Chriftian Era, the Seat of every 
Month and Feftival-day had been reftored to the Place 
it occupied at it’s firft Infticution. But this Error, 
having been tamcly fwallowed by the greateft Part of 
Europe, either at the firft Promulgation of it, or at 
feveral Periods fince, it is now become almoft ne- 
ceflary, at leaft it is extremely convenient, that it 
fhould ftill be fuffcred. to prevail in the Reformatiou 
of the Calendar, by any State that has not yet 
made it. 


Were we to adhere more ftritly to Truth than 
to Example, on this Subje&t, we fhou!d de‘cat one 
of the great Purpofes of a Reformation, which is 
to procure an Uniformity of Accounts among the 
feveral, Nations of Chri/tendam. Not thay the 
Power of Parliament is not fufficient to make this 
Alteration, with the utmoft mathematical Exact- 
nefs; nor is the Wifdom of the Legiflatare unin- 
formed with refpect to whatever concerns this Ex- 
actnefs : But fome Caves there may be, in which it 
is more proper for the moft uacdntroulable Power 
to give way to Convenience, than rigidly to enforce 
an Obedience that might be lefs conducive to fume 
general good Purpofe. The higheft and moft noble 
Part of Magiftracy is, to temper the Decrees of 
fevere Juftice. 


But I did not propofe, when I firft entered upon 
this Subject, to run into a ferious Diflertation on 
the Alteration of our Stile. My piincipal View 
was to confider in what Manner and Degree, this 
Alteration would affeé&t my Readers, efpecially the 
fair Part of them, for whom I have always the moft 
profound Refpeét. I became’ their Advocate a 
| welvemonth ago, merely from the Motive of this 
‘Refpeét, when it was propofed to abridge Numbers 
of them, firft of an eighth, and then of a fourth 
Part of their annual Income, My Intentions were 
good, tho’ my Plea, as appeared from the little Re- 
gard that was paid to it, was not judicious and ner- 
fuafive. 


In like Manner, and I doubt to as little Purpofe, 
Iam now impelled to give them Not‘cé of another 
Effeét, which will reach them, by the Law at pre- 
fent under Confideration, and of which I conceive 
not many of them are apprized, It is, That this 
Change of the Stile will caufe an Anticipation of 
their ufual Reckoning, and precipitate them 14 
Days fooner than they expected, into the State that 
is molt dreadful to a fair Lady, Virgin, Wife, or 
Widow ; I mean the State of old Age. 


It will be in vain to keep double Reckonings, in 
order to ward off this Misfortune, when the Law 
itfelf is calculated for no other Purpofe than to pre- 
vent a Multiplicity of Accounts, 1 know, no other 
Remedy therefore,'in this Cafe, for any lovely Fes 
nvalé, whofe Birth-day~is already known, than a 
patient Submiffion to a Law, which, however cruelly 
it may affect them, is doubtlefs intended, upon the 
whole, for general Benefit: And, as a patriotic 
Spirit has of late Years taken Poffeffion of many of 
the ‘fofter Sex, I doubt’ not but it will influence 
them, on this Occafion, to fubmit with proper Re- 
fignation. 


But while I mention this general Difadvantage, 
I muft not omit, that a much greater Advantage 
will flow from this Alteration, to about one 23d 
Part of the Britifh Ladies. There muft be 11 Days 
left out ‘of the Year, in’ which we are to make our 
Effort to come up with Time; and thefe 11 Days 
muft of confequence be, that Year, totally. expunged 
from the Calendar: 11 Days are a 33d Part of a 
Year, and therefore, as I have obferved, the Omif- 
fion of them will be of Advantage to thofe who par- 
take the Benefit of it, no lefs thah 32 Times 11 
Days.’

younger, rather than 11 Days older, by this Re- 
formation in our Calendar. 


I muft here obferve, before I conclude, that in 
this Lottery, tho’ there be 32 Blanks to one Prize ;
